Prominent Men of Ontario, Po- 
mona and Los Angeles Asked 
for Alford’s Parole, Change 
In Parole Procedure Likely 





The Alford parole contro- 


versy is at an end. 


In response to a personal 
subpena, George A. Van Smith, 
president of the State. Board 
of Prison Directors, Saturday 
appeared before the grand jury 
in its inquiry of the Fred E. 
Alford case and, when he left 
six hours later, pledged modi- 
fication of existing parole prae- 


tices. 


Before the jurors, Mr. Van 


Smith reviewed the Alford 
case, the board’s interpretation 
of the two one-to-10-year sen- 
tences as concurrent in effect 
and convineed the jury, Fore- 
man George W-. Loring said, 
that there was no illegality in 
the issuance of the parole. 

Reach Mutual Understanding 

“‘T am mighty glad 1 came,’’ 
said Mr. Van Smith, who had 
twice ignored subpenas of the 
grand jury that he declared 
were illegal in that they com- 
manded him and other mem- 
bers of the board to bring the 
prison records of the case. 
*“We had a mutual understand- 
ing of each other, I am sure.” 

Mr. Van Smith. announced 
that he would — personally 
change the form now used by 
the State Board in issuing no- 
tices to trial magistrates and 
district attorneys of paroles 
and hearings on applications 
for paroles. 

Answering the charges by 
certain jurors that-Alford was 
reported to have violated his 
parole by leaving Alamenda 
County, to which he was pa- 
roled, and coming to Ontario, 
Mr. Van Smith said: 

“If Alford violated his pa- 
role, he will go back to prison. 


He is not bigger than the 
board. That is certain.’’ 

Mr. Van Smith said he 
would personally invéstigate 


this angle of the case. 

“It will not happen again,’’ 
Mr. Van Smith added. ‘‘I do 
not believe an amendment to 
the parole law is necessary. I 
talked with Assemblyman 
Jones in Sacramento on the 
proposal that the law be 
changed requiring the board to 
issue 30 days’. notice of pa- 
roles.. The law is all right. It 
requires notice of hearings to 
be issued. In the future, how- 
ever, I will see that notices are 
received and will personally 
amend our present form of 
notices.”’ 

Mr. Van Smith said, how- 
ever, that notices of the Alford 
parole hearing were issued, but 
added that the board had not 
received the letter written by 
Chief Deputy District Attor- 
ney M. O. Hert protesting 
against the granting of a pa- 
role to Alford. 

Explaining his refusal to 
obey the original subpenas, Mr. 
Van Smith said that they were 
illegal. Under the law, he said, 
neither he nor any other mem- 
ber of the board could have 
obeyed the subpenas because 
the Alford case was mentioned 
in the summons, He had pre- 
viously contended that. the acts 
of the prison board were not 
reviewable before a grand 
jury. : 

Subpenas Faulty, Claim 

Mr. Van-Smith said he 
would gladly answer a person- 
al subpena and that he had 
told Governor Richardson of 
his willingness to appear be- 
fore the grand jury. The 
grand jury had felt the issu- 
ing of the parole to Alford

Present Salary Established In 
1913. Raise of $1000 Per 
Annum Is Considered by 


Legislature 


Support for the proposed in- 
crease of Superior Court 
Judges’ salaries from $5000 to 
$6000 annually as provided in 
a bill introduced in the Legis- 
lature by Assemblyman Isaac 
Jones wag urged in a resolu- 
tion adopted by the Board of 
Supervisors yesterday. Copies 
of the resolution were forward- 
ed to Senator Ralph E. Swing, 
Assemblyman A. E. Brock and 
‘Gov. Friend W. Richardson. 

Governor Asks Approval 

In a letter to the Supervi- 
sors, Senator Swing wrote that 
various counties. throughout 
the state are submitting simi- 
lar’ measures to the Legisla- 
ture and Governer, adding 
that Governor Richardson was 
reluctant to approve the acts 
without the approval of the 
Boards -of Supervisors - amd 
grand juries in the respective 
counties. The grand jury will, 
at its next session, discuss the 
measure and will probably 
adopt a resolution favoring 
the passage of the bill. 

The present salary schedule 
for Superior Court Jurists was 
fixed in 1913, naming the sal- 
aries of the Judges at $5000. 
Superior Judges Benjamin F. 
Warmer and Charles L. Alli- 
son are two of the busiest mag- 
istrates of the state, there be- 
ing a vast amount of erimival 
and civil litigation handled an- 
nually in the courts. <A _pro- 
posal that a third department 
of the court be established was 
lost: last. year.

San Dimas Gets Heaviest Fall 
of Any Community in This 
Section. P. E. Tracks Dam- 
aged by Mud at Duarte 








With the over-Sunday storm 
adding 2.60 inches to the sea- 
son’s rainfall, Upland today 
has a total of 13.55 inches and 
wé are gradually nearing last 
year’s total to date, which was 
14.60 inches. 

With a generous rainfall in 
the valley. and with a more 
than generous snowfall in the 
mountains the total this year 
is far ahead of that of last 
year because of the blanket ot 
snow that covers the moun- 
tains and has filled the ean- 
yons throughout the mountain- 
ous' district. 

San Dimas evidently receiv- 
ed the heaviest downfall of 
any community in this section, 
while the only section report- 
ing serious damage was Mon- 
rovia and Duarte where the 
denuded mountains, as a result 
of the mountain fires, allowed 
the waters to rush pell-mell 
into the valley. 

The Monrovia-Duarte-Glen- 
dora-Azusa Line of the Pacific 
Electric is out of commission 
beeauses of a deposit of mud 
which covered the tracks 
throughout in the Duarte see- 
tion. A gang of one hundred 
immen is employed ‘endeavoring 
to clear the tracks which are 
eovered with mud from two to 
four feet deep. Automobile 
parties lined the roadway 
which parallels the the tracks, 
Sunday, watching the work of 
clearing the right of way. 

‘§¥e-storm here was ideal in 
every respect ahd in Spité of 
the fact that torrents of rain 
came earthward at times, no 
damage was done. The run- 
off was not excessive as the 
thirsty ground absorbed a vast 
majority of the rain. Pools of 
water still stand in the citrus 
groves throughout this section 
and harvesting of the navel 
crop will be delayed a day or 
two although in some sections 
it was possible to start picking 
this morning. 

Conditions were never better 
here, although it is fully real- 
ized that this coming season 
follows a dry one of last year 
and every drop of moisture 
will be used during the com- 
ing summery season. 

Today’s weather forecast is 
for clear weather, although 
clouds still overhung this sec- 
tion during the forenoon. |

In fact, the com- 
mitteemen have assurance that 
most of this can be had for the 
asking. 

Any difference of opinion as to 
routes which may have existed 
earlier among the foothill cities 
have been erased by agreement on 
the routes as suggested.

H. C. McAllister, vice-president 
of the citrus classic during the 
past year, was unanimously chosen 
president of the Sixteenth National 
Orange Show. Mr. McAllister will 
name his new executive committee 
within the next few days. This 
committee will meet within two 
weeks to select a vice-president.

Cash Receipts are $120,095" 


Composed of men who give lib- 
erally of their time and _ serve 
without compensation, the Orange 
Show is a non-profit corporation. 
All profits from one exposition £0

During the past year the net 
worth of the exposition inereased 
to $95,651.96. The cash receipts 
from the Fifteenth National Orange 
Show totaled $120,095.62, while 
the expenditures totaled $113,095.- 
62. The Orange Show now has 
assets totaling $207,116.46, of 
which '$120,064.50 covers outstand- 
ing bonded indebtedness and inter- 
est due during the current year. 
Treasury bonds to the amount of 
8,600 have not been issued. 














Financial Report Announced 


The reserve fund of the exposi- 
tion now totals $7,822.11 and the 
bank balance totals $23;229.61. The 
total cash assets are $40,099.33, 
which is offset by the guarantee 
fund and other bills payable which 
total $3,982.57. The real estate ts 
valued at $40,000, improvements 
at $125,00 0,and personal property 
at $2,500. 

The budget for running 
penses during the coming year 
totals $22,129, for which $36,103.96 
is available in addition to unis- 
sued bonds amounting to $8,600. 
The unappropriated resources, 
which will be available for major 
improvements, total $22,574.96. 

In the running expense budget 
there are two interest payments of 
$3,664.50 and $3,644.50, respective- 
ly. Insurance will cost $1,300, 
taxes $3,000, maintenance and up- 
keep $1,500, general promotion 
$1,000.

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April the Favorite Month 


It is interesting to note that April was a 
favorite month for the early pioneers for the 
forming of new counties in the State of Cali- 
fornia, thirteen of them being created in the 
month of April, aomng them our own County 
of San Bernardino, county seat San Bernar- 
dino, which was formed on April 26, 1853. 

We who live here are so accustomed to the 
size of the county that we hardly realize it is 
as large as the total area of Rhode Island, 
Massachusetts, Delaware and New Jersey, and 
that it is unique in that two of its highest 
peaks, 11,800 and 12,600 feet respectively, rise 
straight from the desert floor, and from be- 
low sea level in one unbroken sweep. 

Irrigation first began in San Bernardino 
County, and the first irrigation ditch in the 
state was dug here; also the first crops were 
raised in this county by irrigation methods. 

It is more than a hundred years ago that 
the Mission Fathers of San Gabriel establish- 
ed an outlying post just west of the present 
town of Redlands, and employed Indian labor 
to dig what is known as the zanja. 

Other counties with their county seats or- 
ganized in the month af April are: Nevada, 
Nevada City, April 25, 1851; Placer, Auburn, 
April 25, 1851; Sierra, Downieville, April 16, 
1852; Tulare, Visalia, April 20, 1852; Stanis- 
laus, Modesto, April 1, 1854; Merced, Merced, 
April 19, 1855; Tehama, Red Bluff, April 9, 
1856; Fresno, Fresno, April 19, 1856; San 
Mateo, Redwood City, April 19, 1856; Mono, 
Bridgeport, April 24, 1861; Lassen, Susanville, 
April 1, 1864; Kern, Bakersfield, Apri!

In seven years, from 1915 to 1923 inclusive, 
defective chimneys and flues caused a loss of 
$104,289,206 in the United States. As an 
originator of fires only matches and smoking 
have a greater record than chimneys an] flues. 

“Safeguarding “America Against Fire’’ 
shows by photographs the type of chimney in 
the average dwelling place which has caused 
this terrible loss. There is apparently no ex- 
euse for their existence other than the care- 
lessness of the people who live in the houses 
where they are located. 

These chimneys are shown to have open 
cracks between the bricks where the flames 
and sparks can come in contact with wooden 
walls. It makes one shudder to think of the 
thousands of helpless children, sick persons 
and cripples who are in houses where this 
lurking fire menace is ever present. 

Reflect for a moment that the greatest 
known fire starters are matches, smoking and 
defective chimneys. and that control over 
them rests almost entirely with the individual. 
Losses caused by these agencies are almost 
wholly chargeable to the individual. Such 
a record of fire loss from these controllable 
causes is a terrible arraignment of the aver- 
age American for his negligence or indiffer- 
ence toward life and property. 

In France the fire starter is liable for dam- 
age eaused by his carelessness. The fire loss 
record in the United tSates has more than 
doubled in the last ten years. If it doubles 
in the next ten years the annual destruction 
by fire will aggregate over a billion dollars 
in money and the death of 30,000 persons. 

Unless we check our own carelessness the 
law may have to check it for us.

New Chances for Skilled Workmen 


(Kansas City Star) 

““Too many of the young people in school 
are thinking about becoming doctors, lawyers, 
teachers, managers or supervisors and too few 
training as artisans or skilled workers,’’ said 
a Kansas City school official the other day. 
He added that a beginning already had been 


made in elementary and high school teaching _ 


to direct the minds.of the boys and girls on 
every possible occasion to the opportunities 
in vocational and non-professional work. 

Those opportunities are not fully realized 
today. There was unusual signfiicance in 
President Coolidge’s statement in his inaugu- 
ral address that restrictive immigration and 
other influences were bringing abundant em- 
ployment, high wages and a state of content- 
ment among wage earners ‘‘seldom before 
seen.’’ Recently the complaint was made in 
New York that.a steam shovel engineer was 
paid $7150 a week. while many public school 
teachers were paid only $29 to $53 a week. 
An adjustment of such a condition may be 
necessary; but one inference from it may be 
unquestioned. It is that just now there prob- 
ably are too many teachers in New York and 
too few. steam shovel engineers. If a painter 
or other skilled worker receives $10 to $12.50 
a day while a elerk or other salaried worker 
is paid only half the amount, the remedy- is 
to train fewer clerks. 

The lure of the so-called white-collar job is 
strong with the youth. But the attention of 
young people can be effectively directed to 
other forms of work, and the schools will do 
well to emphasize the importance of trade 
and vocational training.

Making Your Own Rules 


(The Yeunth’s Companion) 

Since there are so many rules and regula- 
tion to which people, if they are to be good 
citizens, must conform, what necessity is there 
for anyone to make further rules for him- 
self? There is no necessity; but it is the part 
of wisdom to do it. Merely observing rules 
and regulations that are imposed on you will 
do but little for you. It is the character of 
the rules that you impose on yourself and the 
degree of faithfulness with which you observe 
them that determine the value of your life. 

Control by society is a negative control, de- 
vised chiefly for the purpose of rendering 
people harmless to.one another. Control from 
within, individual or self control, is positive- 
and enables the person who exercises it to at- 
tain usefulness and power. 

The boy who is merely obedient to school 
rules, and who formulates no principles of 
action for himself, is a harmless enough mem- 
ber of the community, but what boy is con- 
tented to pass through school with the ap- 
pellation of ‘‘harmless’’ clinging to him? Ob- 
serving school rules,, worthy and even neces- 
sary though it is, will not of itself insure an 
education; it will not inevitably bring about 
such growth and character as should result 
from school training. A boy learns to study 
only by compelling himself to concentrate on 
a disagreeable task; he achieves leadership 
among his fellows only by having convictions 
and holding loyally to them. Even the full- 
est compliance with school rules and regula- 
dions will not of necessity produce indepen- 
dence of character and loyalty of soul; those 
qualities the boy achieves only by following 
the rules of condyet that he has finally work- 
ed out for himself, 

To make your. own rules is therefore an 
important duty; but they must be rules that 
supplement not.rules that override ‘those 
which society imposes.

Tested Recipes 


The following plain dishes will 
be found nourishing and appetiz- 
ing and during this week when 
so many people do not eat meat, 
the housewife will be glad to find 
something a little different and 
yet easy to prepare. 


Lenten Fritters 


3 tablespoons evaporated milk, 
5 tablespoons water, 3 tablespoons 
butter, % cup flour, 2 tablespoons 
powdered sugar, 2 eggs, pinch of 
salt, fruit preserves. 

Put butter in saucepan and pour 
on water. Heat to boiling point, 
add flour all at once and stir un- 
til mixture leaves sides of sauce- 
pan and cleaves to spoon. Re- 
move from fire, add eggs, one at 
a time, beating constantly. Drop 
by spoonfuls and fry in deep fat 
until well puffed and fill with pre- 
serves. Sprinkle with sugar. 





Nest Eggs 

Separate whites from yolks, beat 
whites until dry. Butter a small 
baking dish in which eggs are to 
be served; sprinkle fine bread 
crumbs in dish, make hollow and 
slip in the yolks. Set bowl in 
saucepan containing boiling water, 


cover and cook until white is firm. } 


Set in hot oven for one minute 
or hold dish under flame in broil- 
ing oven. 





Bean Croquettes 


¥% cup evaporated milk, yolks of 
2 eggs, 1 tablespoon butter, 1 
tablespoon flour, 1 tablespoon 
chopped parsley: 1 pint whiie 
beans, 1 tablespoon onion juice, 
1 teaspoon salt, pepper to taste. 
Soak beans over night, drain, 
cover with fresh water, boil an 
hour, drain, throw away water, 
cover with fresh water and boil 
until tender; drain and press 
beans through colander. Rub but- 
ter and flour together, add evapor- 
ated milk, stir until almost boil- 
ing, then add yolks of eggs. Stir 
again for a minute over fire, add 
bean pulp and all seasonings; mix 
and turn out to cool. When cool, 
form into cylinders, dip in egg, 
roll in bread crumbs and fry in 
hot fat. Serve with tomato sauce. 
Turnips 
Hardly any enthusiasm is ever 
expressed for turnips; but try 
mashing a dry, mealy potato with 
your delicate, well-drained turnips, 
add butter liberally here also, 
don’t forget the soupcon of sugar, 
and taste to see if salt enough; 
make very hot, and see how 
quickly a dish will vanish. Com- 
mon vegetables plainly cooked, in 
order to be good, must be well 
cooked, well seasoned, and hot. 
Also, no scanting of butter here. 


Duchess Potatoes 

Wash, peel and boil six pota- 
toes; drain and rub through sieve, 
add 8 egg yolks, 1 tablespoon but- 
ter, 2 tablespoons evaporated milk, 
salt, pepper and grated nutmeg. 
When well mixed, lay on floured 
board and divide into twelve 
squares. Put squares on buttered 
tin, brush over with beaten ege 
and bake in hot oven till well 
browned.

At the last moment fill the 
glasses with the fruit mixture, gar- 
nishing with candied or Mara- 
schino cherries. 





Cross-Word Salad 
Arrange thick, round slices of 
fresh or canned pineapple, peeled 
and cored, on lettuce leaves. Ar- 
range thin strips of pimento on 
top of pineapple to represent 
a flower; fill center with riced

2 tablespoons granulated gela- 
tine, % cup cold water, 2 cups 
strong boiling coffee, 1 cup sugar, 
% teaspoon vanilla, 1 pint whip- 
ping cream. 
Soak gelatine in cold water 5 
minutes, add coffee and sugar, and 
stir until gelatine is dissolved. 
Let cool and just as it begins to 
thicken fotd in 1 cup of cream, 
stiffly beaten, set. aside several 
hours until firm. Serve cold with 
the rest of the cream whipped 
stiff. Sprinkle with chopped nuts.

Space That Would Be 
Occupied By Coal 
Bunkers Is Now Left 
Open for Revenue 
Cargo — Growth of 
Oil Fuel On Ameri- 
can Ships. 


By NORMAN C. McLOUD 


N these days when the American 
Flag goes to sea it is apt to 
travel on a ship using oil for 
fuel. 

As I write I am crossing the At- 
lantic’on a vessel in which the en- 
gines are driven by oil combustion 
while the space formerly occupied 
by the coal supply is packed with 
export freight. 

At the Hoboken piers I have seen 
the ship loaded with fuel through 
pipe-lines instead of by coal-hand- 
ling apparatus. I have seen the 
fuel disappear into the skin of the 
vessel] instead of taking up valu- 
able space-needed for cargo. Bet- 
ter still, I have seen case after case 
of American merchandise stowed 
away in the part of the ship in 
which coal was formerly carried. 
With pencil and paper I have been 
able to figure the extra freight rev- 
enue produced by thig additional 
cargo. ; 

The oil-burner is a development 
of recent years. Since the War 
there has been steady expansion of 
this type of vessel. Gauged by 
present progress there is good rea- 
sen to believe that if cheap. oil 
proves available the oll-burner will 
enjoy imcreasing popularity. 

Stored In Skin Of Ship 

One of the strong factors in es- 
tablishing the vogue of the oil- 
burner has been the saving of 
cargo space. The oil is stored in 
tanks forming the inner bottom of 
the ship. The tanks cover the 
backbone of the ship, which must 
be covered anyway, as a matter of 
structural necessity. In this way 
the storage space for fuel occupies 
no space that would be available if 
the tanks were omitted, 

The tanks extend both ways from 

the. center keel. In the matter of 
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starts with the loading. This is 
accomplished by steady flow, from 
the high point at which the liquid 
fuel is brought into the _ vessel. 
From this elevation’ the oil flows 
down into the tanks through mani- 
fold pipes leading to various des- 
tinations below. 

In preparing the oil for use in 
the furnaces, the fluid is pumped 
from the fuel tanks to the scitiing 
tank, in which the sediment is al- 
lowed to'settle to the bottom. When 
this process has taken p!ace the 
supply pumps take the oil from the 
settling tank, at a point abcve the 
line of sediment, and force it 
through a system of heating coils 
designed to raise its temperature. 

Oil Heated For Using 

The heating coils are an im- 
portant factor in the successin!*use 
of oil for fuel purposes. ‘ihey are 
maintained in the storage tanks as 
well as in the settlement tank. 
This is necessary, becauge of the 
difficulty in handling oi] at low

its full share of the state’s tax 
burden. 

The proponents of the extra 
gasoline tax admit that the 
state has ample maintenance 
and repair funds but claim 
that there will be no funds for 
new the next 
biennial period unless we levy 
further taxes. This plea is 
made, senators and assembly- 
men opposing the increase 
point out, in the face of the 
fact that the state will have a 
surplus in its treasury of $22,- 
000,000, which leads to the 
{very natural inquiry on the 
[part of the people—Why 
should taxes be increased when 
the state will have such ample 
surplus funds? 

While the Governor is to be 
heartily commended for his de- 
elaration against the alloca- 
tion of funds for the specified 
highways proposed by Senator 
Breed in the legislation he 
proposed, it is to be regretted 
that he also declared himself 
against any allocation which 
would .treat Southern Califor- 
hia more equitably than it has 
been dealt with in the past. 
This fact has made opponents 
of the gasoline tax more de- 
termined than ever to defeat 
this measure. 

At the present time the thir- 
teen counties of California 
which make up Southern Cali- 
fornia pay 57.5 per cent of the 
state’s gasoline tax and receive 
back 34 per- cent or less in 
state highway expenditure. To 
inerease the gasoline tax with- 
out providing for a fair allo- 
cation of the funds would 
mean the continuance of this 
injustice. 

The plan which was propos- 
ed for allocation of the funds 
by Senator Breed is so grossly 
unfair to Southern California 
and so obviously political in 
character that its defeat is to 
be hailed with approval. In 
view of the apparent reflec- 
tion that such, action might be 
on the state highway commis- 
sion the attitude of the Gov- 
ernor in refusing to approve 
of the political log* rolling un- 
dertaken to ‘‘trade’’ highway 
expenditures for votes for the 
gasoline tax increases may be 
well understood. 

With these facts being more 
generally disseminated, oppo- 
sition to the proposed legisla- 
tion. at Sacramento is | con- 
stantly growing stiffer. If the 
people of Southern California 
will make their opposition even 
more thoroughly known it may 
be confidently predicted that 
the majority of the legislators: 
will comply with public sen- 
timent and refuse to impose 
further taxes on the, motoring 
public.
